When David G. Bress returned the Dulles subpena and expense check, saying, "We decline to 
represent you in this matter," what he was really saying is that the Department of Justice, < 
which he represented, was refusing to and was making it impossible for the engineer of the 
Bay of Pigs fiasco and the Powers U-2 ruin of the scheduled summit conference and the 
probable detente to follow, the member of the former Warren Commission, to be subpenaed. 
Shortly afterward, Bress almost got a reward. He was nominated to be a federal judge. 
However, the Senate refused to confirm his nomination.
